The Superintendent of Documents is not authorized to supply docu- 
ments free to individuals, except publications specifically authorized by 
Congress to be distributed to persons designated by Senators, Represent- 
atives, or Delegates. The only documents of that character now being 
distributed are the compilation entitled ‘Messages and Papers of the 
Presidents, 1787 to 1897,” by Richardson, and the Ofticial Register, or 
‘Blue Book.”

He is authorized to distribute to three classes of libraries, to be desig- 
nated to him by Senators, Representatives, and Delegates in Congress.
